rpeevh when a mob of 200 Bryaniles carry- 
ing hansparencies with radical inscrip- 
tions rushed in. They hooted the mayor 
and told him to get out. "Show me men 
who conduct themselves in this anarchis- 
tic manner," shouted the mayor, "and I'll 
•how you the type of Democrats who are 
following Bryan." 


This aroused the mob and for five min- 


utes it looked as if a riot was inevitable. 
The mayor declared he would finish if it 
required the whole city police force to 
preserve order. He was allowed to pro- 
ceed amidst hisses and groans. When the 
next speaker arose he was promptly 
hooted down and the most daring of the 
mob pushed toward the altar, flaunting 
transparencies in his face. The crowd 
followed yelling "rush him out." The 
republicans attempted to stem the tide 
but were unable owing to the inferiority 
of numbers. 


Vile threats were maje and the cry was 


"Wreck the church. 
Tear it down." 


The police then proceeded to empty the 
hall, 
clubbing 
vigouourly whenever 


neci •ssary. Benches were wrecked, chairs 
overturned and a wild scene of disorder 
pre\ailad for twenty minutes.

He la particular 
about the words used in the introduction 
for he quotes them and perhaps correctly. 
It is not the purpose of this to criticise 
him on that, but I cannot testify to the 
accuracy ot the quotation. 1 heard the 
introduction, and I doubt if half a dozen

Spahr as an authority on finance, and so 
there are no reasons for placing much 
stress upon the fact that Dr. Spalir's opin- 
ions are of a kind which his paper "con- 
siders too dangerous to be promulgated 
through its columns and even too danger- 
ous to go unchallenged.

Senator Jones Every Inch a Gold Blan In 


1874. 


Kevada's two senators arc now as hot 


for silvci ns any two men in the United 
States. No one would fupposo from the 
way that Senators Jones and Stewart 
now rieiioune- "ftoldbugs," "Shylocks," 
"Vail street shr.rts," "crime of '78," 
etc., that both of these gentlemen not 
only voted for the "crime of '78" in the 
senate !n 1873, hut that both were then 
the two most pronounced goldbugs in 
this country.

pamphlets and cards containing quota- 
tions from the speeches of Senator 
Stewart in 1874 are in circulation, and 
nearly every souud money newspaper 
has printed extracts from these speeches.

Tho 
necessities which compel its use are as inex- 
orable today aa they were at the beginning, 
although imptoved systems of exchange havo 
diminished tho proportionate volume neced- 
eary to do tho work.

when it is exclusively used lie money it teacher 
the very habit of honesty. It neither deals in 
nor tolerates false pretenses. It cannot UL.

SIX MINERS PERISH. 


Result 
of the Mine 
Explosion Near 


Wilkesbarrv. 


1 
Wilkesbarre, Oct. 30.—By yesterday 


afternoon's g-as explosion in No. 3 shaft 
of the Lehigh & Wilkesbarre Coal com- 


\ pany six men were killed and two in- 
jured. The dead are: Win. R. Jones, 
fire boss (had been ia the employ of the 
company for the past twenty-five 
years; (John W. Josephs (had been as- 
sistant mine foreman for the pas* 
twelve years); Thomas Owens, Win. 
Lacey, contractor; James Herring and 
Joseph Worth. 
When the explosion 


occurred Wm. Lacey was at work in a 
rock tunnel about a mile from the foot 
of the shaft with thirteen men. Im- 
mediately after the explosion a rescu- 
ing gang was organized by fire boss 
Wm. R. Jones ar.d assistant foreman 
John W. Josephs. 
The men pro- 


ceeded down the shaft, Jones and 
Josephs 
being 
far 
in 
advance. 


When about one mile from the foot of 
the shaft they stumbled over the bodies 
of Contractor Lacey, Owens, Herring 
and Worth. At this point Jones and 
Josephs were overcome by black damp 
and fell dead in their tracks. The 
other rescuers were forced to beat a 
hasty retreat bringing the bodies of 
Jones and Josephs with them. A few 
hours later the air current was partly 
restored and the men were able to push 
their way into the tunnel and at 8:30 
last night signalled that they had re- 
covered the bodies of the four rock 
miners. The rescuers with the bodies 
were brought to the surface shortly 
afterwards. There are several theories 
as to the cause of the explosion. The 
most plausible is that the gas was 
ignited by a blast. The roof of the 
fan house was blown off and the build- 
ing otherwise damaged. The shock 
from the explosion shook Jhe earth for 
miles around. The mine is on fire and 
will cause the company much trouble 
and expense before the flames can be 
subdued. In past years this colliery 
has been the scene of several bad ex- 


! plosions. The most disastrous occurred 


I on Sunday, March 9, 1890, by which 


I eight miners were burned to death in a 
most horrible manner, and two years 
ago some of the members of the New 
York coal exchange had a narrow 
escape.
